After the introduction of 
the Torrens system in British Col- 
umbig, and up to last, July, absolute 
title registration was in effect as well. 
Ani order-in-couneil a year ago closed 
the, books. of. the. absolute system. 
Now land must be brought under the 
provisions of the Land Registry Act 
(Torrens) before an application for 
registry, of title will be undertaken by 
the, department., This meant, . Mr. 
Stacpoole. pointed out, that the Pro- 
vince guaranteed every certificate of 
title issued by the department. He

Titles Are Indefeasible 

A certificate of registry’ issued by 
the department was very binding, the 
speaker “pointed out.

Such a’ title was inde- 
feasible, and to protect that quality 
of the registered title, provision was 
made for an assurance fund, the pro- 
ceeds of which were used for re- 
imbursément’ of “any person ‘injured 
by reason of the “decree upor! which 
the registration was based.
